The Hon’ble Shri B. Ramakrishna Rao ( Chief Minister) : 
Speaker, Sir, I understand the situation from the report of the 
scrutineers that certain ballot papers were distributed actually 
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but the names in the list were not ticked. As the Hon’ble Trader 
of the opposition has pointed out, it is of course a mistake that 
it should have been done like that after the declaration of the 
Speaker. But as you, Sir, have pointed out rightly, an election 
can be held invalid and a re-election demanded only if the result 
of the election is being materially affected by the mistake that is 
alleged to have taken place. In this case, I dare say, the result of 
voting has been 87 and 79 respectively. The winning candidate got 
8 votes more than the losing candidate. The difference between 
the voting papers distributed and the voting papers found in the 
boxes is three. I am willing to concede these three votes to my 
Hon’ble friend, the opposition leader. Even then the result 
is not materially affected, and the Congress candidate gets elected 
by a majority of 5 votes. It is usual, I dare say, 
as you know yourself, Sir, that when an election takes place, 
some mistakes do happen, but if these mistakes do not materially 
affect the result of the election, it is not declared invalid and .it 
is upheld.. I would, therefore, request you, Sir, to uphold the 
election and not to go in for a re-election. But should you decide 
ultimately in favour of re-election, I will have absolutely no 
objection, because I have no doubt about the result after the 
re-election, but then I would insist that you give sufficient time-- 
an hour’s time for all the members who are not here to re- 
assemble. Then it will have to be fixed at 5 o’clock and a re- 
election held. I will have certainly no objection if my friends 
on the other side insist on it, but what will be the result ? I, 
therefore, request you to consider the point that has been raised 
by me and I hope the Hon’ble Members of the other side will 
realise that there is no more use in holding a re-election than 
what has been done. The result is obvious. 

Shri V. D. Deshpande ( lppaguda ) : Speaker, Sir, at the 
very beginning it was stated that the name should be marked but 
an irregularity has been committed in this respect 
Whether or not it affected the result materially will depend upon 
how you view the result. For example, as stated now, the total 
number is 168. So, if you consider the irregularity about 4 
votes, and if they are taken to the other side, then probably the 
other side will be 79+4=83, and if four are subtracted from 87 
then also it comes to 83. Then both the numbers in this' way 
are supposed to be equal. So, when there is doubt about these 
things and . when an irregularity has been committed at the very 
beginning, I feel that this election should be considered as irre- 
gular and it should be held again. Of course, much of our time 
will be taken, but that cannot be helped when we find that at 
the very beginning, irregularity has been committed. Th,erefore } 
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I would request you, Speaker, Sir, that the election should be 
held again as proposed by the Hon’ble the Chief Minister. 

The second point I wish to bring to the notice of the House, 
with apologies to the Chief Minister, is that it is not just on the 
part of any Honb’le Member to cast reflections on the results 
that whether they are held this way or that way, it is a foregone 
conclusion. That will be affecting the House and, therefore, 
I wish to bring to your notice, Sir, that these things may not be 
repeated in future. 

The Hon'ble Shri Phoolchand Gandhi , (Public Health , 
and Education Minister ) : I think this matter need not be dis- 
cussed by the House. The House will be waiting for the 
decision of the Hon’ble the Speaker. We must first request the 
Hon’ble the Speaker to give his decision, and it should not be 
further discussed. As the Hon’ble the Chief Minister has stated 
everybody will abide by his decision. It does not matter 
even if a fresh election takes place, but as stated by the Chief 
Minister it does not affect the result. The transfer of four votes 
from this side to the other side does not hold good in this case. 
I, therefore, submit that the discussion be closed and the Hon’ble 
the Speaker give his decision.

Minister) : Speaker Sir, some of the Hon’ble Members are expec- 
ted to lodge Returns of election expenses with the Returning 
Officers concerned ; so they may not be here on Monday.

The Hon’ble Shri B. Ramakrishna Rao , ( Chief Minister) : Many 
of the Hon’ble Members will have to submit their election 
accounts before the 27th. I understand that there is a 
genuine difficulty and they would like to go to their respective 
constituencies to lodge their Returns with the officers concerned. 
I think, also, according to Rule 6 of the Provisional Rules, the 
election of the Deputy Speaker will have to be notified again. 
A date will have to be fixed and the Members notified in that 
regard, if there is going to be re-election. This provision will 
also be complied with if a date is fixed, say somewhere about 
the 27th or so, and another notice for the re-election of the Deputy 
Speaker issued to the Members. 

Shri V. D. Deshpande ( Ippaguda ) : Speaker, Sir, as I understand 
there is going to be only the address of the Rajpramukh .and no 
other business tomorrow, this re-election, or I will call re-polling, 
may be held tomorrow afternoon, so that much of the time may 
be saved. -

The Hon'ble Shri B. Ramakrishna Rao, ( Chief Minister ) : 
I understand that it does not suit' this side of the House. 
Tomorrow, soon after the Rajpramukh’s address, the Hon’ble 
Members will be leaving for their constituencies and it will 
not be possible for them to stay tomorrow afternoon. That is 
why, I request you, Sir, to have it for the 27th. 

Mr. Speaker : On the 27th, there will be election to the 
Council of the States. Therefore, if 28th suits the House, I 
would rather prefer that date. 

Sri V.D. Deshpande : On behalf of the opposition, I may 
say that we have no objection to that date. 

Mr. Speaker : With the consent of the House, therefore, 
it has been decided that we should have re-polling on the 28th. 
As for tomorrow, the House will meet at 10.15 A - M * t0 listen to 
the Rajpramukh’s address at 10-50 A.M.

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An Hon'ble Member : Exact time may be fixed. 

The Hon'ble Shri B. Ramakrishna Rao ( Chief Minister:) At 
10-15 a.m., Hon’ble Members will arrive and everyone will be in 
his seat by 10-30A.M. The Rajpramukh will arrive here at 10-45 a.m. 
his address will commence at 10-50 a.m. That is the programme. 
After the address he will leave the House. The address will be at 
10-50A.M. 10-15 is the time when the Hon’ble Members are exp- 

ected to arrive, and by the time they take their seats, it wil 1 be 1 0-3 o 
a.m. There will also be visitors who will have to take their seats bet- 
ween 10-15 and 10-30 A. M. That is what is envisaged. If you 
will announce, Sir, that we meet at 10-15 a.m., ^ lc y ma y arrive 
and take seats according to their convenience. 

Mr. Speaker : I think it is convenient. The Hon’ble 
Members will, of course, be allowed ten or fifteen minutes. 
The House will actually sit at 10-30 a.m. and the Hon’ble Members 
are expected to be in their seats by 10-30 a.m. and the Rajpramukh’s 
address will begin at 10-50. a.m. So far as the agenda for Monday 
is concerned, the Hon’ble Members know that only today 1 have 
assumed office. I shall, therefore, have to decide about it. As 
for tomorrow, only the Rajpramukh will address the House 
and nothing more. The agenda for Monday will be supplied 
to you by tomorrow evening. If it is not found possible, it will 
be given to you on Monday morning. We meet on Monday 
morning ; at what time, will be notified later. 

The Hon'ble Dr. ’ Chenna Reddy (Agriculture and Supply 
Minister) : Speaker, Sir, will the time be fixed for, the present 
session or only for Monday ? 

Mr. Speaker : I think the Hon’ble Member wants to know 
the usual working hours for each day and not any particular 
day. The more convenient process will be to consult 
the Leader of the House and also the Leaders of the opposition 
and then fix it. That will be better. Anyhow, wc 
are meeting tomorrow at 10-30 a.m. and then we shall decide when 
we shall meet on Monday.
